FOR SUCCESS WITH CLIMATIS, dig 

a 23 foot hole, fill 
bottom with 10 inches of cinders 
or stones for drainage, fill rest 
with rich soil. Mix 2 handfuls 
of lime with soil, as Clematis love 
an alkaline medium. . Set plants 5 
to 4 inches deeper than the crown. 
Be sure to do this. Plant against 
a sturdy post, or if next to the 
house or porch, egainst a good 
strong trellis to give it steady 
support. A wire or picket fence 
is ideal, for here the Clematis 
needs very little attention. 


BUI REMEMBER, it needs to be 
trained and tied securely against 
& steady support because the vines 
must not sway in the wind.

HYBRID RHODODENDRONS can be planted in full sun or part 
shade. They have a tendency to grow leggy and spindly 
if plented in too shady a location. 


WE RECOMMEND: Mix your soil with Michigan Peat - 1 /2 bushel 
per plant--and provide good drainage. Be sure 
not to plant too deep. Rhododendrons are shallow 
feeders. Mulching with decaying oak leaves will 
provide the proper acidity. ALSO add some com- 
post as food for good growth and bloom. Water 
frequently in dry weather. Sprinkling of the 
leaves - top and bottom - during the summer 
months keeps the Red Spider under control and 
greatly benefits the plants.
